(Vegrevllle Observer) 

In a letter to the Fort Record, 
Rev. M. S. Kerr, who was Pres¬ 
byterian minister at Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan from 1917 to 1924, 
recalls his first experience In 
holding services at the Jail.

This marrowless mutton tastes, 
smells and looks like meat, has 
more vitamins, will be produced 
Solely in Canada, and to quote the 
words of the article ‘in these bud- 
get-trying times, might prove a 
Loon to the Canadian housewife.’ 

“This sounds like a deliberate 
effort on the part of sinister for¬ 
ces to undermine the economy and 
morale of the ration. In these en¬ 
lightened times, wUo, but some 
misguided Marxist, would ever 
think of helping the Canadian 
housewife glance her budget? The 
whole plot sounds like a horrible 
fifth column movement, and sav¬ 
ors of something that those wick¬ 
ed margarine moguls would dream 
up. If we don’t act quickly, this 
thing will get out of hand and 
sweep the country like the new 
look. ^ 

“Just picture the fqture! What 
will happen to the cowboys? What 
will happen to the cows ? Instead 
of herds of paleface steers, we'll 
have acres of soy beans. Instead of 
pork chops for dinner, wp’ll h*»p 
to sit down and gorge ourselves to 
the verge apoplexy on overly- 
fortified meatless meat-balls.

WOULD LIFT CATTLE 
EMBARGO 

Senator Gershaw of Medicine 
Hat strongly urged the lifting of 
the cattle embargo to United 
States in a recent speech in the 
Senate.

A. J. Levorsen, retiring presi¬ 
dent of the Geological Society of 
Ameiica, addressing the annual 
meeting of the Society at Ottawa 
gave an optimistic forecast of oil 
resources, still undiscovered.

It cannot be said that such areas 
are completed- until thousands of 
additional wells have been drilled 
in both regions. 

He said however, that if there is 
no more pil, the s tuation for the 
continent might be critical. In 
peace times world resources of pe¬ 
troleum are ample for generations 
But if the North American con¬ 
tinent should become dependent on 
ocean-borne suppl es, its defence 
position is greatly weakened. For 
this reason he advocated working 
on alternative schemes which 
would include manufacture of sub¬ 
stitute fuels from reserves of coal, 
oil shale and tar sands, and to pur¬ 
sue more vigorously the discovery 
of more oil on the continent. 

He estimated known recoverable 
oil reserves on this continent at 21 
billion baire.s, which is about 12 
times annual consumption, but the 
oil which will be in use 20 years 
from now is still largely undis¬ 
covered.
